When a director of conservation comes up through the ranks 
of the department after serving in many capacities including 
that of warden, he has a solid foundation and a good picture 
of just about everything related to the outdoors from the 
slickest type of cheating violators to game restoration. Such 
has been Ernest Swift's noteworthy career in the field of con- 
servation. His state now puts a habitual violater of game 
laws in jail after his fourth offense. That's mandatory on the 
judge hearing the case. Your editors commend this-discussion 
by Swift for your thoughtful reading because maybe your 
state is facing the problem of increasing violations and laws 
inadequate to handle the habitual game code violators. 
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Do we need stronger enforcement? This graph

In an age 
es. complex as this, causative factors usu- 
ally are a combination of circumstances. 
As Al Day, director of the Fish and Wild- 
life Service, told. a congressional com- 
mittee, perhaps it is a “relative thing”. In 
1948, “over 26 million hunting and fish- 
ing licenses were sold. That is one out 
of about every four people in the United 
States. .. . It is probably five times what 
it was ten years ago” and with that many 
more sportsmen in the field, there is 
bound to be an increase in temptation. 
“The game crops are down in many in- 
stances, and you have just got a natural 
situation that leads to violations.” 


Convictions in most of the top-ranking 
states in conservation activity show an 
upward trend during the past four years, 
which in part is due to a larger number 
of wardens and many more hunters and 
fishermen in the field. 


“Ducklegging” in California received 
considerable publicity with the breaking 
of the Smith ring, when the leader was 
fined $2,500 and sentenced to two and 
one-half years in jail. Others in the ring 
were fined varying amounts from $350 to 
$1,800 in federal court. In a recent fiscal 
year, the Fish and Wildlife Service re- 
ported 3,061 cases of violations of wild- 
life laws, with average fine and costs of 
$40 apiece. In that same period 1,722,677 
migratory bird hunting stamps were sold, 
which is an indication of the number of 
duck and goose hunters; contrast this 
with the 73 United States game manage- 
ment agents to enforce the migratory bird 
treaty act regulations and other federal 
conservation laws. Several areas present 
particular problems, with the Chesapeake 
Bay, and coastal Louisiana territory 
among the most difficult to handle. Using 
a Piper aircraft, agents were able to locate 
and destroy 127 illegal duck traps in the 
1948 fiscal year and to apprehend three

amphibian aircraft is now stationed at 
Lakes Charles in Louisiana to provide 
more adequate transportation for law 
enforcement personnel.

| Accept Your Responsibility 


Individuals don’t seem to relish ac- 
‘cepting the responsibility of helping to 
)protect Society’s possessions. Too many 
hunters and fishermen, in paying a fee 
\for the privilege of reducing some of those 
Ljoint possessions to their own personal 
juse, yell like Comanches because the con- 
‘servation department doesn’t “do some- 
thing” about the steadily decreasing sup- 
iply of wildlife. Yet their actual coopera- 
tion in the program which is benefiting 
sthem may be nil—all take and no give— 
vand no program can succeed when it is 
‘off-balance. Protection from human pred- 
ators is paramount, for it is man who is 
destroying the homes and food of these 
animals as well as killing them outright. 
It is reported that Alaska’s game is 
‘being destroyed by greedy gluttons from 
the States, and Ontario recently closed 
the season on moose partly because of 
ithe reprehensible actions of some hunters 
from this country. Mexico’s unsavory 
}reputation on waterfowl violations is not 
‘entirely due to the natives. A resident 
jlaw violator is bad enough to contend 
with, but many nonresidents who hunt 
lor fish seem to follow the picture of the 
uninhibited vacationers, and do things 
‘they’d never do at home. One Illinois man 
|.consistently fished in southern Wisconsin 
a resident license, and finally was 
ught and paid the maximum fine of 
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$500. Last fall 10% of the 1,423 convictions 
secured in this state during a three- 
month period involved nonresidents. 

As a rule, you, Mr. Sportsman, get the 
kind of law enforcement for which you 
ask, for the courts are a reflection of the 
general sentiment. In counties where 
sentences are stiff, violations are few; 
however, economic conditions have their 
effect also on the harshness of sentence. 
If a law is on the books, it is evidence 
of Society’s trend in thinking, but the 
trend must be backed by aggressive sup- 
port. Pennsylvania has shown a steady 
upswing in convictions for fishing viola- 
tions, with the startling figure of an in- 
crease of about 20% over last year in the 
first seven months of 1949. Incidentally, 
that state really appreciates its bear— 
the minimum penalty for any violation on 
bear is $200. 

In order to justify to the legislature 
the need for our law to “crack down” on 
the fellow taking more than his fair share 
continually, the Wisconsin department 
recently compiled data on those who had 
violated conservation laws three or more 
times since 1916. The 283 violators studied 
committeed 1,036 offenses. On the average, 
almost three and one-half years elapsed 
between their multiple convictions, but 
there were several who were sentenced 
three times in one year. One nine-timer 
operated over a period of 15 years and 
another fellow was caught eight times in 
26 years. Each of these men was over 40 
when he was first apprehended. A mem- 
ber of a conservation club was fined $500 
on his second violation on deer, but the 
next time he was caught commercializing 
on them. After that, he turned to fish, 
but in all his 10-year span, his four 
violations cost him only $650 and $19 
costs. The value of the game he sold in 
that time is problematical. The average 
fine for the 782 penalties imposed in the 
1,036 cases was $45.54 with costs of $7.27; 
those who chose jail terms averaged 54 
days per sentence. Violations concerning 
fur and trapping and fishing eccounted 
for 60% of the offenses, with deer in- 
volved in 23% and other game almost 
10%. Slightly more than half of the total 


violations were considered commercial- 
izing. Sixty-two percent of the men were 
either laborers or farmers, and it is in- 
teresting to note that 12 out of 268 who 
answered the question were members of 
conservation or gun clubs at one time 
during their careers. 

The fact that most of these habitual 
violators stopped school at the grammar 
grade level gives added compulsion to the 
recently inaugurated youth program of 
the law enforcement division. Wardens 
have been instructed in making contacts 
not only with schools in their locality, 
but with various junior clubs, Boy and 
Girl Scouts, 4-H clubs, YMCA and 
YWCA, and the hundreds of summer 
camps throughout the state. 


Sportsman's Clubs Can Do a Job 


Cooperation with rod and gun clubs 
goes beyond furnishing pheasants and fish 
to restock field and stream, to general 
good relations with these and other 
groups to show the ultimate aim of the 
whole conservation program and enlist 
their aid. With more than 400 clubs in 
Wisconsin (and thousands throughout the 
country) the possibilities for active as- 
sistants are encouraging. One county= 
wide consolidated club in Wisconsin is so 
solidly behind its conservation law en- 
forcement officers that anyone arrested 
for a violation of the deer laws is almost 
certain to receive a maximum sentence. 
Other clubs are potentially just as in- 
fluential if they would make it known 
what they intend to do. Press reference 
to each conservation case sometimes is 
a good deterrent, and year-round patrol- 
ling of favorite hunting grounds to check 
cover and food conditions for game—as 
well as watch for suspicious actions— 
manifests a wide-awake conscience. Sup- 
port by clubs of vigorous law enforcement 
in their locality could be just about as 
effective in restocking coverts as planting 
hatchery-reared birds or fish, and a lot 
more economical. 


The original American idea of con- 
servation was based on the promise of 
pass-a-law-to-save-a-resource. Modern 
living has outdated that idea and now it 
is known that good enforcement of sensi- 
ble laws is only the keystone of the arch 
of conservation. Much more attention is 
being paid to management and restora- 
tion. What probably is needed is better 
management of sportsmen in the field and 
a restoration of the old spirit of the chase 
as contrasted to hunting for the kill, as 
well as an awakening of the consciousness 
of the people to their ownership rights. 


Good law enforcement depends on 
many things. as has been pointed out, 
and one of the most important is co- 
operation from the public. Is the majority 
going to stand idly by while some few 
reap benefits from joint possessions? It 
would be like owning stock in a company 
which pays dividends to less than one 
percent of its stockholders. That isn’t good. 
business. Neither is it good business to 
let wildlife resources be destroyed when 
something can be done about it. One thing 
you can insist on is to see that the courts 
“throw the book” at the violators when 
they have it coming. That is the only way 
to cure some of the thieves and stop them 
from robbing you. THE END

Fish Deep, Slow 
for Early Trout 


By Lee Wulff 


The very early season trout is almost as 
different from its mid-spring counterpart 
as if it were an entirely different species 
of fish. A trout in a murky, spring run- 
off at a temperature of around 40 degrees 
may look much the same as he will two 
or three weeks later when the water 
warms up and he’s actively feeding. But 
the similarity doesn’t go much further. 

When the water is very cold the trout 
are lethargic. They lose their urge to 
feed and throughout the winter they tend 
to live on their stored-up energy. Even 
when food is maintained in normal quan- 
tities at all times in a hatchery, for ex- 
ample, the trout will feed less and less 
as the temperature falls. Trout that have 
come through a long, cold winter are 


~ wearied by the experience. They recuper- 


ate quickly, however, with the warming 
of the waters by the spring sun or rains 
and the increased food supply. What the 
opening day fishing is like will depend 
upon how far advanced this change from 
winter to spring has progressed at that 
point. 

If opening day arrives before the 
streams have had a chance to warm up 
the fish will be moving around very little. 
If the streams are already warmed to 
around sixty degrees, mid-spring con- 
ditions with a dry fly as well as a wet 
cone will prevail. A trout under the latter 
conditions is a swift fish, eager but wary, 
that laughs at the swiftest flow of water 
and gathers in insects and other floating 
or swimming food with the unerring 
accuracy of a good first baseman. 


When the streams are not very far 
above freezing the angler probably will 
have a slim creel. Because he has no 
strength to waste in bucking the currents 
the early trout tend to congregate in the 
deep eddies. There is such a deep hole 
and whirling eddy in front of my house 
on New York’s Battenkill River. From my 
window I can keep a close tab on the 
movements of the trout. Both eastern 
brook and brown trout are present. The 
former, better able to stand the cold 
water than the latter; is the one that 
starts active spring feeding first. Above 
the deep hole and big eddy there is visible 
almost half a mile of smooth and steady 
flowing water without great depth. This 
beautiful run is barren of trout during 
the winter but one day each spring I 
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will see the flash of a feeding trout under 
the overhanging willow where the deep 
water ends and the shallower stretch 
starts. A day or two later I can take trout 
part way up the long run and within a 
week the better share of the trout that 
have wintered over or were stocked in 
the deep pool will have worked their way 
up out of the deep water, scattering 
throughout the length of the run into 


feeding spots under overhanging trees, 


behind occasional boulders on the gravel- 
ly stream bed or beside the steep banks.

mometer is that it tells only what the 
temperature is at a given moment. If a 
full temperature record for the past week 
or two were available the knowledge of 
the temperature at the moment would be 
more valuable. For instance, suppose the 
trout in the stretch of the Battenkill 
previously mentioned had moved up into 
the long run because of an early warm 
spell and a sudden cold snap had sent 
the water temperature plummeting back 
to 42. The fish already in the spring feed- 
ing positions, having a few darn good 
meals under their belts would stay there 
and could be fished for. A similar reading 
of 42 degrees on the stream thermometer, 
if there had been no warm spurt pre- 
viously, would mean that there would be 
no fish in the run at all. Temperature 
reading the same; fishing entirely differ- 
ent! The simplest way to find fish is to 
use the time tested method of cut and 
try. Try the deep pools and eddies. Trout 
are there under almost all stream con- 
ditions. If there are no resulting strikes 
try the slightly swifter water, and then 
the shallows, fishing each of them both 
slow and fast and both surface and deep. 
When you find the fish concentrate on 
that type of water.

Before they move out of the eddies 
trout won’t pay attention to a swiftly 
moving fly and in some cases they’re too 
cold and numb to be able to connect with 
it if they wanted to. It is under these 
conditions that many a normally smart 
trout fisherman gets skunked. Yet for 
those who know how to find the slowly 
eddying waters and understand the char- 
acter of the trout it may be the easiest 
time of all to catch fish. 

Checking the water temperature is 
worth while and it will often tell where 
the fish should be found, whether in the 
deep eddies or spread out through all 
the water but temperature alone is far 
from reliable. The trouble with a ther- 


Early fishing is usually deep fishing. 
Trout normally lie deep during the early, 
season for a very good reason. The ir—- 
regularities of the stream bed are the 
cause of the eddies in the flow. If the 
stream bed were as smooth as a sluice 
there would be no eddies, no pools and 
no rest for the fish in it. The top water 
is less affected by the roughness of the 
stream bed than the water at the bot-- 
tom. Top water may eddy and boil anc 
look like a good resting place for a fish 
but no matter how good it looks the bot- 
tom looks better to a lazy or a tired fish; 
It is at the low level that the comfor} 
of motionless water can best be achieved! 

Another reason for early fishing being 
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better deep is that the spring runoff 
which carries a lot of food with it deposits 
it into the eddies along with the natural 
insect and minnow food already there. 
The early food is likely to be squirmy 
and crawly, slow-moving and sinking, in 
comparison with the later food in the 
form of fast swimming nymphs or hatch- 
ing and flying insects to be found on or 
nearer the surface and which must be 
pursued by the trout if he is to catch 
them. ’ 

Deep fishing is easy and normal for the 
worm or bait fisherman and difficult for 
the fly rod angler.

That 
may add a few inches of depth to his 
retrieve but his fly will still pass well 
over the heads and out of the realm of 
interest of most fish.

striking range. 

That brings us to the second important 
factor in early fishing—the speed of the 
retrieve. A bait fisherman can let the 
sinker hold his bait in position on or near 
the bottom where the slowly cruising or 
drifting fish have plenty of time to look 
it over and take it.,The fly caster rarely 
uses enough weight to hold his fly within 
inches of the bottom while he moves it 
slowly along. Fly casting is a game of 
motion, of casting rhythms and of normal 
retrieves that are timed for mid season 
fishing. Only by breaking the normal 
timing of the retrieve and slowing it 
down to a minimum can the fly caster 
hope to compete with the bottom fishing 
bait angler. It can be done by using as 
' much weight as the fly rod will handle, 
' casting upstream at an angle and across 
the current so that the fly will drift and 
sink to the right spots. Then the actual 
* fishing takes place when the angler moves 
| his fly just fast enough to cover the water 
* or to maintain a tension that will tell him 
_ when a fish hits. 
| Finally we come to the business end of 

the tackle, what to put on the hook. Will 

it be feathers or something natural? 
_ Worms are just about tops for very early 
Bfishing. Trout like them but there are 
still better baits, especially where the

little house of tiny sticks or stones. Trout 
will take them, house and all, but to make 
your caddis more tempting than the mil- 
lions of other already available in the 
stream take the caddis creeper out of his 
case and hook him lightly through the 
back of the neck with a number 14 hook. 
A No. 2X leader is usually fine enough 
and a single buckshot or a couple of 
BBs is usually enough to get it down to 
the fish. 


Waterworms (crane fly larvae) which 
can be dug from rotting leaves in the 
eddies or from certain mossy places are 
ugly looking to the human eye but to a 
trout they look beautiful and delicious. 
One of these on a No. 12 hook is un- 
usually deadly. Either helgramites or 
stone fly nymphs from the gravelly riffles 
will catch fish where few other baits will. 
Both can be captured by holding an old 
wire window screen in the current below 
rocks that are being turned over. The, 
current washes the nymphs against the 
screen and holds them there until they 
can be picked off by hand. 


Fishing with feathers is more difficult. 
A trout takes a fly and spits it out quick- 
ly when he finds it’s a fake. The strike 
must be fast and since the retrieve must 
be very slow a great many fish are missed 
through not striking quickly enough and 
a lot of anglers do not feel the gentle 
strikes because there is no strong move- 
ment of the rod to indicate it. 


Fishing with nymphs on small hooks 
and fine tippets is a delicate and sporting 
type of angling and an exceptionally ef- 
fective one. A good live-nymph man can 
outfish a good worm fisherman nine times 
out of ten. When an angler gets to the 


point where he can replace the real - 


nymph with an artificial and still take 
nearly as many trout he need stand 
aside for no one. 


Things to remember for the very early 
trout are (1) to fish slow and deep, (2) 
that trout like worms and live larvae or 
a good imitation of the same both as 
to appearance and action in the water, 
and (3) that early trout are more likely 
to be in the deep eddies than anywhere 
else in the stream. 


Getting the Fly Down Deep 


This business of getting a fly down deep 
for early fishing is a serious problem for 
most trout men who use the fly rod. Any 
weight at the end of the leader makes ny 
casting difficult. It means that timing for 
the casting must be absolutely perfect or 
else the whole rhythm of the action is 
disrupted and the caster loses control of 
direction or distance. Also, when the 
sinker reaches the end of the back cast 
it does so with a jolt that is likely to flip 
the leader into a messy tangle. Weight 
concentrated in any one spot along the 
entire length of fly line and leader will 
have the same effect. 

The secret of success is to use only a 
slight amount of weight, commensurate 
with the skill of the caster ... or to use 
a method of weighing that will distribute 


that it chance ide along » ni 
toward the hook under the -repea 
shocks when the direction is reversed 
sharply at the end of each forward or 
back cast. >» 
The best way we know for sinking a 
leader is to space out a series of small 
weights along the entire length of the 
leader. This causes the whole leader to 
sink, a distinct advantage over trying t 
sink it at only one point since, when onl 

one point is sunk and the butt end 
the leader is still near the surface, che 
any movement in the retrieve tends ~ 
lift the fly up and away from a low level 

instead of moving it ahead at the sa 
depth. Bits of fuse wire or small rly

strips can be twisted or cramped securel 
around the leader above the knots ani 
will serve to take leaders down for uni: 
formly deep retrieves. 


Weighted Flies / 


How good is a weighted fly? Some :

See what I mean, no secrets! 
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G. A. TEMPLE of Lexington, Neb., does 
not mind paying more for a fishing 
license—but he wants something more 
for his money. And I’m in favor of him 
getting it, for his request certainly is a 
small one in comparison to many others 
who ask for a guarantee of a limit catch 
every time they go afield. 

Mr. Temple writes: “Since duck hunters 
are required to buy a Duck Stamp, and 
as there are more fishermen than duck 
hunters, why not a Fish Stamp?” Right 
you are, Mr. Temple, let’s have a Fish 
Stamp and let’s pay a little extra for it 
thereby assuring our various depart- 
ments of conservation more funds to do 
a good job in stream improvement, etc. 
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OF COURSE, maybe some states don’t 
need additional conservation dollars. A 
recent issue of the Oklahoma Game and 
Fish News has a big headline—with lots 
of $$$$$ signs around it—stating: “How 
Will Your Increased License Fees Be 
Spent?” 

If this question was put to me by the 
state (Illinois) where I make head- 
quarters between treks after game and 
fish, I answer this way: First, pay 
the game wardens more money and hire 
more of them as a means of better 
enforcement policies. Now don’t get me 
wrong, Illinois is doing a better than 
average job in the enforcement division, 
but there is always room for improve- 
ment. Second, I’d sink more money into 
worth while projects for habitat restora- 
tion. Third, ’d spend more money with 
projects devoted to teaching kids how to 
be better sportsmen and to enjoy the out- 
doors to the fullest. 

But since no one has asked me for 
advice, I guess I might as well forget 
the suggestions.

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Sport Fishing Gets a Break 


By Bob Beatty 


An all-out campaign to solve the basic ills affecting fishing now is 


underway through planning and financing by the tackle manufacturers 


BREAK OUT YOUR TACKLE and give 
with a cheer, boys! Your sport has hit the 
big time! If you’re worried about the 
stunted fish in the old farm pond, or the 
heavy weed growth which ruined the 
fishing in your club’s lake, or wondering 
why you can’t catch bass anymore in your 
favorite water, here’s good news. 

Since June, 1948, the Associated Fish- 
ing Tackle Manufacturers, trade organi- 
zation for the tackle industry, has been 
engaged in a series of long range projects 
to show the nation’s 15,500,000 anglers 
simple, practical and economical ways to 
improve and maintain a high level of good 
fishing in the thousands of pond-size 
waters which dot the landscape from 
Bangor to Los Angeles and from St. Paul 
to Miami. This work reached a climax in 
November, 1949, with the founding of the 
Sport Fishing Institute. 

The Institute, financed by the tackle 
makers, has the greatest potential of any 
instrument yet conceived for creating and 
maintaining better angling for an increas- 
ing army of fishermen throughout the 
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One of the lakes under observation and tests is this 13-acre bo 


United States—particularly if the Dingell 
Bill for federal aid to fisheries passes the 
present session of Congress and wins the 
President’s signature. If and when this 
happens, it is likely that the Sport Fishing 
Institute will function much as the Wild- 
life Management Institute has functioned 
in relation to Pittman-Robertson funds 
for upland game improvement during the 
past 10 years. 

But even before the Sport Fishing In- 
stitute had reached the talking stage, the 
Associated Fishing Tackle Manufacturers 
began a little-publicized program for bet- 
ter fishing which is still continuing and 
already promises much in the way of 
helpful aid to America’s anglers. 

Under a Fish Restoration Committee, 
established in December, 1947, and com- 
posed of such staunch and well known 
pillars of the industry as Lou Caine 
(Heddon’s Sons), Henry Shakespeare 
(Shakespeare Co.), Ivar Hennings (South 
Bend Bait Co.), Ed Wotruba (Weber 
Lifelike Fly Co.), Graham Treadway 


(Horton Manufacturing Co.), and Jack 
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Holmes, Secretary-Treasurer of the Asso- 
ciation, a research program on practical 
“how to do it’ techniques was started. 
The committee told Dr. Karl F. Lagler 
of the University of Michigan, one of the 
country’s top-flight fishery biologists, to 
set up simple field demonstrations, and 
related programs of research and pub- 
licity, to bring technical findings closer to 
the sportsmen to the end that they might 
prod state and federal agencies into 


‘greater action, and at the same time be 


able to apply demonstrated principles of 
good management for better fishing to 
their own bodies of water. 

Lagler set up seven demonstration 
units on six lakes in Michigan and one in 
Illinois. He employed a full-time fish 
biologist to carry out the field work. It 
is still too early in the game for any con- 
clusive results, of course, but progress 
to date has been extremely encouraging 


and what Lagler and his field crews al-~ 


ready have found out should be extremely 
encouraging to fresh-water anglers every- 
where. 


I i ; I } dy of water on the farm of Leo Burnett, Mundelein, Ili- 
nois. This lake is being used for golden shiner, largemouth bass and hybrid sunfish experiments by the AFTM biologists 
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The Fish Restoration Committee de- 
signated largemouth bass as the species 
to receive principal attention in the initial 
work. The largemouth is one of the 
most widely distributed and popular game 
fishes in North America, and for a starter 
seems a logical and wise choice. How to 
produce the best possible largemouth bass 
fishing in small lakes suffering from a 
variety of poor fishing ills is Lagler’s 
problem. And here are some of the 
things he is’ trying to find out. 

Look ’em over and if you don’t find at 
least one problem among them which is 
affecting your own fishing in a small lake 
you could name in your own county, 
please send us your address, brother, 
because you must live in an angler’s 
paradise and we want to move there too! 

1. Is the mere introduction of large 
numbers of large mouthbass fingerlings 
into an already mixed population of fish 
(including an abundance of stunted sun- 
fish, but not bass) practical? Would it 
create good bass fishing? Thousands of 
American lakes suffer from this problem 
of over-population of stunted panfish, no 
bass, and resultant poor fishing. One 
such lake is being given heavy injections 
of bass and being carefully watched to 
see what happens. 

2. In a lake already having some bass 
fishing, will additional plantings of bass 
improve the sport or the catch? Such 
plantings are commonly carried out by 
sportsmen in their attempts to improve 
fishing in a favorite lake. The Associated 
Fishing Tackle Manufacturer’s field crews 
are duplicating this activity on another 
lake under carefully controlled condi- 
tions, marking all bass fingerlings planted 
and keeping accurate creel census rec- 
ords. Results here should tell a lot of 
anglers whether or not they are wasting 
money and time in such planting activ- 
ities. 

3. Is it practical to remove all fish from 
an existing small lake by poisoning and 
replanting with bass fingerlings and a 
forage minnow (not bluegills)? On an- 
other 6-acre lake the AFTM has done 
this, introducing golden shiners as forage 
for the growing bass. 

4. Is it feasible to apply the same tech- 
niques as in (3)\to a larger body of 
water? A 36-acre lake has been com- 
pletely poisoned out in this test and re- 
stocked with 100 fingerlings bass and 100 
golden shiners per acre. Growth data 
collected so far on the above two lakes 
indicate what approaches phenomenal 
growth in large mouth bass. Results are 
not conclusive yet, but such a combina- 
tion seems to hold great encouragement 
in the demonstration waters. and promise 
of replacing the oft-tried and often not 
too successful bass-bluegill combination. 

5. As most anglers like another species 
besides bass to fish for in the same body 
of water, what combination can be used 
successfully without the dangers of over- 
population and resultant stunting so 
widely demonstrated in the much pub- 
licized bass-bluegill stocking ratios for 
small lakes or ponds? On a new 13 acre 
lake in Illinois the AFTM has introduced 
year old bass, bass fingerlings, golden 
shiners for bass food and hybrid sunfish 
(i.e. a cross between bluegills and pump- 
kin seeds which are generally thought to 
be sterile). At the same time, the AFTM

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biologist, Gerardus C. de Roth, and the 
Michigan Department of Conservation are 
experimenting with practical production 
methods for hybrid sunfish in quantity, 
making careful checks on actual sterility 
of these fish to positively determine if 
there is any danger of their producing 
offspring. 

When a pair of 5-inch bluegills may lay 
and fertilize as high as 15,000 eggs in a 
year, you can see what a problem over- 
population and resultant stunting can be 
in this all out campaign to provide better 
fishing. 

Other fishing problems on the planning 
board—all in relation to better bass fish- 
ing—include winter kills, control of 
aquatic vegetation, use of fertilizers, and 
use of other minnow species such as 
fathead and bluntnose minnows as food 
fish. 

In addition to all this field work are the 
various laboratory analyses and com- 


pilations of statistics which are necessary ' 


to get a clear picture of results and a 
specific answer to many of the questions. 
Biologist de Roth and Consultant Lagler 
have collected thousands of scales and 
measurements from fish in the experi- 
mental lakes. Ages of these fish are being 
read from the scales. When correlated 
with size at various ages, these data will 
give a clear indication of how fast the 
bass are growing under the various ex- 
perimental conditions being tried. 

Mother Nature works slowly and it will 
be another year before any. conclusive 
results can be stated. The Associated 
Fishing Tackle Manufacturers will prob- 
ably publish and widely distribute the 
findings to the sport fishermen of Amer- 
ica, perhaps through the Sport Fishing 
Institute. 

Of course, the final test of any cake is 
in the eating. That’s where the lucky 
angler comes in! If, by applying some of 
the facts gleaned from this work, he can 
and will have better fishing in his own 
backyard, the price of that new fishing 
rod will be a little easier on the old 
pocketbook! Whatever the outcome, the 
boys who make the rods and reels deserve 
an “A” for effort! THE END

Here 
are some points in fishing technique that 
also are essential: 

+ 1. Learn to use a plug or spoon a 
I variety of ways, including a slow as well 
jer ) 

as a fast retrieve, and also to fish lures 
i and baits at different levels in the water. 
2. Fish out every cast. A bass can strike 
any moment from the time the lure 
alights in the water until you lift it out. 
__A lure never caught a fish in the air, so

_ 3. Don’t give up on a likely looking 
_ spot just because no fish responds to the 
first cast. Try again and again. Many a 
__ bass has taken a lure on the tenth or 
even the twentieth cast near it. It will

lure on each cast. 

‘4. Learn the difference in action—and 
in purpose—among surface lures, deep- 
diving lures, and shallow-running lures. 
‘Learn to handle lures of different sizes 
and weights. 

If you master these four principles— 
and at the same time fish water that con- 
tains bass—you can hardly fail to catch 
fish.

: Bass in Shailow Water 
Remember that in the early part of the 
season, before a hot summer sun has had 
a chance to raise the water temperature, 
bass are prone to feed in comparatively 
shallow spots in lakes and streams. 

Bass can tolerate considerably higher 
temperatures than trout can, but they 
still prefer the cooler waters. Forage is 
more easily obtained in shallow water, so 
when the temperature is moderate the 
bass will feed there rather than in the 
very deep holes. 

The angler, of course, has to fish shal- 
low water with caution Bass are easily 
_ frightened. Long and accurate casts, a 
light line and light lure, and avoidance of 
all disturbance of the water are essential. 
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Bass Chasing Minnows 
Bass that are chasing minnows in the 
shallows, since they are actively feeding, 
are excellent targets for the angler. And 
_ there is more than the usual challenge to 
the angler’s skill in this kind of fishing. 
Two types of lures may be used with 
success. Probably the most effective is the 
streamer fly, fished with a bass fly rod. 
_ Tiny plugs also produce results. 
The angler should not cast directly to 
_ the feeding fish, however, for there is 
_ great danger of frightening them. Such 
close-up fishing is not necessary anyway. 
_ A bass out for a meal of shore minnows is 
- cruising and watchful, and it will see a 
fiy or small plug cast some distance from 
it.

Walleyes in Spring 

Spring is an excellent season of the year 
to fish for walleyes, if the law permits. 
For spring walleyes are great roamers, 
and they are more likely to feed during 
the daylight hours, in contrast to their 
liking for night feeding later in the 
season. 

Walleyes in the early, season like to 
prowl among shoreline pockets in quest of 
natural food of all kinds. 

No matter what kind of water a wall- 
eye chooses at any particular time, two 
facts hold good: 

Walleyes prefer clean, swift water flow- 
ing over a gravel, sand or rock bottom. 
And they are much more likely to attack 
a slowly moving lure than they are to 
take one that is retrieved swiftly. 

Later in the season,-when the water 
warms, these fish will emerge from their 
favorite haunts in deeper water and feed 
at night in the shallows. 


Rule for River Angling 
Fishing strange water always is a problem 
—and the bigger the river or lake is, the 
more difficult the decision as to where 
are the most likely spots for bass. 

All bass waters have their own char- 
acteristics, of course, but the fisherman 
will profit if he will remember some facts 
about the favorite position of bass. 

In a river, bass are likely to feed near 
the head of a long pool, where a riffle 
dumps its loads of natural food as it 
bucks against the more dead water of the 
hole. Shorelines where the water is of 
moderate depth are always worth careful 
exploration. So are those little bays along 
a river that contain grass or lily pads. 

Coves in a lake are bass feeding 
grounds. So are spots where aquatic vege- 
tation grows and where stumps, rocks, 
and other obstructions abound. 


Fish a Plug Slowly 
Sometimes a plug, particularly one de- 
signed for surface fishing, isn’t worth 
its weight unless it is fished so slowly 
that the angler can barely detect its mo- 
tion. 

The average plug caster gets a lot of 
fun seeing his lure working away in the 
water, and to slow it down to the mini- 
mum calls for patience and a steady hand. 
But it produces results. 

Time and again this angler has caught 
bass when barely moving one of those 
surface plugs that are designed to flap 
and swim over the surface of the water. 
Bass have been known even to strike 
such a lure when it is lying motionless 
while the angler picks out a backlash or 
lights a cigarette. 

The reason is really quite simple. Few 
natural creatures move through the water 
as if going to a fire. If the plug truly 
imitates some kind of natural thing, it 
won't be dashing through or cross the top 
of the water at a mad pace either. 


Problem of Small Fish 

Every fisherman has had a day or days 
when all he could catch were small fish, 
when the big ones ignored his offerings. 

The trouble usually lies in the bait he 
has used. 

Small fish, like small humans, are hun- 
gry most of the time, or if they are not 


to eat. Big fish are more selective. 

Therefore it takes bait of good size and 
with a lot of natural good looks and life 
to interest the big fish to the point where 
they will move fast enough to get to the 
bait before small fish do. 

Isn’t it logical to assume, then, that the 
angler can solve his problems by using 
only the most lively and best appearing 
baits? 


Small Lures Anywhere 
If you are an experienced bass fisherman, 
you know that small lures catch more 
bass than big lures in rivers and big 
creeks. But don’t assume that is true 
only on streams. 

The miniatures produce good results 
also in large lakes and ponds, and the 
harder such bodies of water are fished the 
more this is a fact. 

Fundamentally, fish take small lures 
because those lures more nearly represent 
the natural food which they imitate. 

Fishing with lures weighing a half or a 
quarter of an ounce used to be the ex- 
ception because most casting lines were 
too heavy and most reels too cumbersome 
for anything but lures weighing an ounce 
or more. But today casting equipment has 
been refined, and spinning tackle has been 
introduced, and the era of the monstrous 
lure is coming to an end. 

Two weeks of fishing the fine waters 
of the French River and its big bays last 
summer proved the effectiveness of the 
small lure. The plug that took the most 
and the biggest fish—bass and pike—was 


a red and white lure weighing exactly 


half an ounce. ‘ 


Tactics With the Spinner 
Probably the worst way possible to fish a 
spinner and fly is to cast it into a bit of 
current and then retrieve it in a straight 
line. 

Much more productive casts are these: 

Work the spinner directly across the 
current. Stop it from time to time to let 
it sink deeper into the water, fish it 
slowly for a period so that it stays deep, 
and then bring it up toward the surface 
in a series of short lifts with the rod. Get 
the spinner into pockets and around 
rocks, stumps, and other obstructions in 
the water. Cast upstream and retrieve the 
lure downstream with the current. Or 
even cast it into swift water and hold it in 
one position while the current turns the 
blade.

Hard Work Gets Results

There are many things in fishing, salt or 
sweet water, that lend themselves to 
argument, pro and con. But, by the great 
jumping cod fishes, there is one rule 
which admits of no arguments: That is 
the proven truth and fact that the man 
who “works” at his fishing catches more 
fish. There are a heap of guys who just 
go fishing. They let out their trolling lure 
and sit back waiting for a fish to strike. 
Or, if bait fishing, they cast out and sit 
back until some finny member comes 
along and swallows the hooks. Sure, they 
catch some fish. But the lads who work 
at it, really do a better business. Take a 
few cases in point. 

Let’s say that you’re trolling for any- 
thing from mackerel to tarpon, from 
striped bass to sailfish. Maybe you’re 


using a cut bait, a feather jig, or an eel-, 


skin, or an artificial plug or spoon which 
the advertisements say is the best damn 
bait in existence. I claim after some 
twenty-five years—well, yes, thirty—of it 
that you’re wasting time to just let your 
line out and wait. If you put your rod in 
the rod-socket, wander around the boat 
and take an occasional glance at the rod 
tip, how in heck are you going to know 
when a nice bit of seaweed may latch onto 
the hook and spoil both its appearance 
and its action? If you have the rod in 
your hand, you'll immediately feel the

difference in weight or in the wriggle of 
the rod tip. Be sure that your lure is free 
of weed. If you’re not sure, reel in every 
now and then and look to make sure. It’s 
really worth the effort. 

When trolled fast, 
they flutter. But if you'll lift the rod tip 
now and then, and give a short, sharp jerk, 
you'll add an extra darting, diving action 
to the lure; and it’s lure-action that gets 
fish-action.

the beach with enough equipment to last 
a week. In addition to their tackle, they 
have half a cord of wood for a beach fire, 
grills and cooking utensils, a tent for a 
sun-shade, or a beach umbrella; folding 
chairs and picnic baskets. Now all that is 
fine if you’re on a beach picnic, but if 
you're fishing, NO! They take a cast or 
two, go back and have a beer; another 
cast or two, and another beer. Then a 
beach buggy comes by loaded with friends 
and they have a beer and short snort of 
something more potent. From then on the 
fishing is “rotten,” “bum,” “never had a 
strike,” etc. But in spite of them, there 
are fish taken that day right under their 
noses, and good ones, too. Such people 
don’t bother us much, as they are the 
hangers-on of fishing and not to be 
counted. 

Whether it’s trolling, surf casting, bait 
casting, fly fishing or whatever type of 
salt water fishing you prefer, it’s the 
keeping at it which counts. There have 
been many days in our too-short—who 
ever had a long-enough one?—fishing 
career when it was just one hour out of 
eight, ten or more, that paid off. It may 
come at once, or it may happen after 
you've been worn down to a danglin’ 
cord in the late afternoon, but happen it 
does. And if they’re really hitting, you 
don’t need more than an hour or even less 
to make a red-letter day that will go 
down in your fishing diary as the “best 
damn fishin’-I ever had.” 

One last point—keep your hooks sharp 
with a hook hone. Inspect the barb now 
and then to make sure it’s not broken. 
These duties take only a moment, but 
overlooking them can mean lost fish.

Trout of the Rio Grande 


By Percy Brown 


IN NORTHERN NEW MEXICO, the Rio Grande is a self- 
made trout stream. Its headwaters, in the snowcapped 
mountains of southern Colorado, have been trout waters 
since the beginning of time; but just as the young river 
entered New Mexico, it headed straight south across a 
long, wide, open valley, where the hot Southwestern sun 
could shower down upon it all day long. 

As it raced across the bare flat, the infant Rio must have 
realized with regret that, exposed to the sun’s rays as it 
was, it was all too soon becoming a warm-water stream, 
which it is throughout southern New Mexico and Texas. 

Apparently it didn’t like this thought—and lost no time 
in doing something about it. With infinite patience, it 
began digging a great ditch across the open flat. Un- 
doubtedly it took untold centuries to complete the task, 
but now the river winds its way across the valley in a 
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deep, cool canyon—the Rio Grande Gorge, as we know it! 
—where trout, both German brown and rainbow, find! 
a highly desirable home. 

So fond of the Gorge are the trout, they frequently; 
refuse to travel up the inviting-looking side streams tor 
spawn, preferring, quite often, to lay their eggs in the: 
sparkling white sand that lines the stream bed, and rear-- 
ing their young right at home, so to speak. 

And the sheer walls of the Gorge have proven an un-- 
expected boon to the trout; but few roads worm their way} 
down to the water’s edge. At either the Taos Junction: 
Bridge or the Arroyo Hondo Bridge, good fishing may) 
often be had; but to enjoy the best the great Gorge has; 
to offer, it’s best to follow an old sheep-wagon road to} 
the very brink of the drop-off, then take out down a dim, 
little-used trail. That’s what our party did—and looks 
what happened! \ 
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The Rio Grande makes a beautiful picture, but there’s a catch to fishing the 
best spots. There are few places where an angler can descend to the inviting

| After completing the cast, start reeling

__ I always set a hook good and hard at

} A good thing to remember about fish 
that follow up to the boat and then strike, 
) is to drive the hook back into the musky’s 
‘mouth, rather than set the hook by jerk- 
| ing the rod in the general direction that 
| the fish is swimming. Musky are hard 
| to hook close to the boat on a short line, 
| but if you make the set by driving the 
lure back into the mouth of the fish, you 
| frequently will have good results. 
A musky is not as hard to land as 
| many fishermen believe. Many lines are 
broken by attempting to boat the fish 
before he has completed 25 per cent of 
his jumping and diving performance. 
When fishing with a novice, I always ex- 
plain that the most important part of 
fighting a large fish (or smaller fish, such 


as the fighting smallmouth bass) is to - 


let the fish do the fighting. Keep a bit 
of pressure on your outfit all of the time 
and retrieve your fish when he is coming 
along easy. But the moment he starts 
putting on the pressure, place your thumb 
on the spool of your reel firmly and let 
your fish have some line. The moment 
he slows up begin to retrieve again. Re- 
peat this process until your musky comes 
to the surface and “belly’s up”. When he 
has quit fighting and is “belly up” or on 
his side, don’t wait too long to land him 
unless you want another fight. After he 
has laid quiet for a short time, he will 
soon be ready to take off again.

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Fright is what causes many inexperi- 


enced musky fishermen to lose a fish. 
I always advise inexperienced fishing 
partners, if they are lucky enough to hook 
a musky, to forget about what they have 
hooked and imagine they are retrieving 
a perch. 

Many times large muskies will not hit 
nearly as hard as smaller ones. I have 
watched big ones hit close to the boat 
and most of them will just sneak up be- 
hind the lure and take hold of it lightly 
without any splash or fanfare. That, Mr. 
Fisherman, is the time to set the hooks 
good and hard and it pays to always 
keep your eyes glued to the lure you 
are retrieving. 

When selecting a rod for musky fishing, 
I suggest a 5-foot rod with a long butt, 
one which can be placed against the 
fisherman’s stomach when retrieving the 
lure. Always place the left hand (if fish- 
ing right handed) on the grip above the 
reel, never below the reel on the handle 
of the rod, which is all wrong for a good 
set when a musky strikes. I recommend 
a rod with a butt no shorter than six. 
inches for musky fishing, and one which 
has a good sturdy tip. 

Too many fishermen use bass weight 
rods for their musky fishing and very 
limber rods do not work out well in driv- 
ing the hooks through the hard mouth of 
the musky. The larger the musky, the 
harder his mouth. And remember the 
larger lures have larger diameter hooks 
than the smaller lures, which means a 
harder jolt when driving the hooks home. 

You do not have to use a particularly 
large lure for muskies. I have seen large 
muskies take very small bass lures; in 
fact, I know of a 41-pounder being hooked 
and landed on a 24-inch mud minnow by 
a chap who was fishing for walleyes. 

I find my best musky fishing in water 
from two to seven feet deep. If the lake 
you have selected contains pickerel or 
musky weeds, that is the place you will 
find most of the muskies. The pickerel 
or musky weed, as it is known to most 
fishermen, has a leaf that’s about three- 
quarters to one inch in width and from 
three to five inches in length. In most 
lakes it grows within a few inches of 
the surface. Here and there you will find 
a few of the stems with about a two inch 
tassel rising above the water’s surface. 

I normally circle a weed bar of this 
kind, first casting up to the edges. After 
I have worked the edges, I move up 
closer and pick out openings which may 
present themselves in the weed patch. 

Rushes which are found in a great 
many lakes, small patches of wild rice 
and wild hyacinth are normally good 
spots for a musky to hide. Lily pads 
sometimes are okay, but if I can find 
the other types of weeds mentioned, I 
spend my time fishing there. In lakes 
where weeds are scarce, try the rock 
bars. The inlets and outlets of lakes 
are also good spots, also log jams or fallen 
tree tops. A musky prefers plenty of 
cover to hide while waiting for his lunch. 

Do not expect to catch a legal-sized 
musky every day; they just don’t strike 
that well. If they are not showimg up 
some days, keep on pounding ’em on the 
backs. I believe there is always a short 
period each day (it may only be for 
10 to 15 minutes) that muskies will show

» holding constant or slowing down. The 
‘ reel with a silent drag doesn’t furnish 
& the same information and there is no 
/-other way for the angler to be sure of 
_ it. By the sound and its duration the reel 
’ with a click will tell you how far a fish 
has run and whether he is near or beyond 
a particular rock in case he turns in its 
direction. With a silent reel, the angler 
must either look at the reel spool or feel 
it with his fingers, the first action re- 
| quiring him to take his eyes from the fish 
' and the second being an inaccurate way 
| of judging the amount of line out. I’ve de- 
| cided in favor of singing reels for fly rods.

Slow Drifting Covers 


More Territory 


Normally, the still fisherman carefully 
lines up two sets of points on the shores 
of his lake and drops his anchor at the 
precise spot he has learned will produce 
good fishing for him. This is essential 
when fishing small bars surrounded by 
deep water. Where the general level of 
the bottom is more or less uniform and 
the weed pattern does not make one spot 
very much better than any other the still 
fisherman stands to gain by covering more 
water. If he can drift slowly without hav- 
ing his lines hang up in the weeds he 
should catch more fish than by sitting 

still. Of course, for drifting, the floats 
should be set to hold the baits above any 
bottom obstructions. The drifting should 
be quite slow. If there is so much wind 

_ that the drift is fast the results are rarely 
good. When drifting, heavier sinkers may 

be in order than for normal stillfishing 

x which sometimes requires no sinker at 
all.—L.W.

Use a Hook Hone 


A fair proportion of the fish that are 
4 missed at the strike are lost because of 
) dull hooks and, consequently, needlessly 
} lost. All hooks seem reasonably sharp 
| when they are being handled. Their points 
| may look sharp and, since we normally 
| avoid the points carefully when handling 
them, we may fail to realize that many 
' of them are dull and cannot penetrate 
without a heavy strike. Hooks should al- 
ways be kept needle-sharp so that even 
the slightest pressure will drive them into 
a fish’s jaw. It’s a good idea to test a hook 
for sharpness whenever it is being han- 
‘dled. Test the points instead of avoiding 
them. 

How many times do you hear the com- 
plaint, “He was a big one but he was 
coming toward me when he hit and I 
didn’t have a chance to set the hook?” 
If the hook is sharpened to its maximum 
penetrating power even a very light pull 
will sink it past the barb. To fish with 
dull hooks seems particularly foolish 
since nothing can be lost by having sharp 
cnes. Sharp hooks are just as strong and 
durable and better on results. 

A specially designed hook hone is 
worthwhile for the purpose of keeping 
hooks sharp. Such a hone is small and 
easy to carry. It will reach inside the 
bend of the hook and has a groove by 
which the point can be guided against 
the stone at the right angle. Any small 
hone will give satisfatcory results. They 
take up little room in a fishing jacket 
and there’s plenty of time to point up 
the hooks while sitting around after 
lunch or waiting out a particularly heavy

FISHING FOR panfish—bluegills, crappies, sun- 
fish and the other little gamesters—may be classed 
as “lazy fishing” but you'll have to look far and 
wide to find a more enjoyable angling sport. A 
light fly rod, a fine leader and a lure box of arti- 
ficals are the ingredients that add up to sporty 
panfishing. On light tackle a bluegill or sunfish 
offers most of the thrills of catching big trout or 
bass on heavier equipment. Occasionally, too, 
these little fighters are as spectacular as the more 
prominent finny gamesters, hitting savagely, 
breaking water when hooked. Furthermore, pan- 
fish are not quite as temperamental as bass or trout 
or pike. The season or the weather doesn’t stop 
them from striking.

the repair demands of a small boat have 
become. Take glue, for example. Till 
recently, plastic resins were unknown. In 
the few years since the war they have 
completely altered the building and re- 
pairing of small boats. Nowadays, glue 


- is used not only for binding two faces of 


wood together. You can actually paint a 
boat with glue. 

As an example of this surprising de- 
velopment, I cite a liquid phenolic plastic 
resin product known as Phenoplast. It is 

_spread on a hull with a brush like paint 

or varnish, shines like varnish, dries 
quickly and is said to seal the wood com- 
pletely against leakage, make the wood 
completely and permanently waterproof. 
If you wish color instead of the natural 
wood finish, it can serve as a base for 
subsequent coats of paint. 

Getting in the subject of modern glue, 
you find all kinds and intended for a 
wide variety of purposes. No one glue 
can do everything, but chances are it can 
perform a specific job extremely well. 
Don’t go into an outfitter’s and say you 
want some “boat glue.” That’s a little 
too general. Tell him how and where 
you want to use it.

Does your boat need tightening up with 
some new fastenings? You might make 
note of some of the remarkable new de- 
velopments in metals. The part that 
aluminum alloys have played in the re- 
cent creation of aluminum boats and 
canoes is one part of the story. The part 
that a nickel alloy familiarly known as 
Monel metal plays in various boating 
accessories is. another part. This metal 


is not only extremely strong but rust- 
proof and corrosion-resistant, really a 
natural to withstand the severe punish- 
ment boating inflicts. 

In addition to Monel propeller shafts, 
galley sinks and other articles, you can 
get an unusual type of Monel boat fasten- 
ing known as the Anchorfast fastening. 
It is actually a nail and is driven into 
wood as such, but it holds like a screw. 
Reason is there are many grooves like 
those of a screw along its length which 
shape the wood fibres into dozens of tiny 
wedges, making for an extremely tight 
grip. These nails come in standard sizes 
ranging from % inch to 6 inches long. 
For salt water purposes where you get 
galvanic action, it is often unwise to 
fasten a boat with two different kinds of 
metals.

might remember too that these seam 
compounds are available in various colors 
in addition to white. You may own a 
small outboard runabout equipped with a 
forward mahogany deck. Mahogany — is 
the natural color to choose. 

In addition to elastic compounds for 
seams and general puttying purposes 
there are several designed for specialized 
jobs. A firm such as the well known 
Kuhls features about a half dozen dif- 
ferent elastic compounds. The same is 
true of some of the prominent paint 
manufacturers. For instance, there’s a 
bedding compound. Say you wish to re- 
place a battered old moulding. Bed the 
new one in this before fastening down 
and you'll have a water-tight job. The 
same goes for cleats and other fittings. 
For specific requirements you might do 
well to consult your boating equipment 
dealer as to the best compound to use. 

Most of the elastic seam compounds 
have the consistency of paste. Dunphy 
of Oshkosh at the recent National Boat 
Show introduced one that is more like 
milk. Unlike the others, too, it dries out 
and shows itself as actual rubber. My 
friend Gregg Shaw of that organization 
told me you could turn a leaky lapstrake 
boat bottom-up, pour some along the laps 
and boat from then on would be tight. 
If so, he must have something, for a leaky 
lapstrake boat is a famously hard one to 
tighten up. 

Also, in somewhat the same category 
but different, I witnessed at the aforesaid 
Boat Show convincing demonstrations of 
the cavity filling virtues of Duratite Wood 
Dough. You might call it a dough when 
applied but thereafter it becomes as hard 
as oak and can be handled like wood, 
milled and sanded. This is one of the 
synthetic wood preparations now attract- 
ing attention. These are unsuitable for 
filling seams in that the flexibility factor 
is absent. But for building up broken 
edges and filling cracks and holes, they 
can really do a job. They are available 
in about a half dozen colors. 

You will probably repaint this spring. 
Will one or two coats spread on a care- 
fully cleaned and sanded old paint sur- 
face suffice or will you feel obliged to 
strip off the complete paint body, right 
down to bare wood and start over from 
scratch? You are the only person in a 
position to judge. Don’t make work for 
yourself if it isn’t needed. Old paint 
that is still solidly bonded in the wood 
should be left undisturbed. But remem- 
ber also that new paint will never stick 
to a crumbling base. 

Suppose the old paint body is in such 
deporably bad shape that you can’t dodge 
a complete stripping down. Likely as not 
you look around for a blow-torch. But 
in this, are you choosing the best strip- 
ping method for a small boat? I doubt it. 
As for big boats, a blow-torch is usually 
used. Cost is in great part the answer. 
Gasoline costs less than paint-remover 
and it takes an awful lot of paint-remover 
to strip a big boat. As against this, a 
small boat doesn’t take much and you en- 
joy the benefits of a generally more satis- 
factory method. Let me add that the 
efficiency of paint-removers has lately 
improved. Admittedly, there are one or

They’re not the gamest finster, pound for 
pound, and they’re not the trickiest or 
speediest. They do not leap high into the 
air when hooked, nor do they bore stub- 
bornly down into the depths. But they 
will hit a plug, and they will put up a 
battle. They are fairly plentiful and good 
eating when properly cooked. 

Snook are strictly a minor league fish 
but they’re tops with the plug casters 
because they’re nearly always willing to 
strike at his offerings. It’s a poor plug 
caster, indeed, who cannot catch a snook, 
and the snook doesn’t live that won’t give 
the plug caster every opportunity to catch 
him. Plentiful in the waters of south 
Florida, from Stuart to Key West, and up 
the west coast to and beyond Homosassa, 
the praises of the snook are sung by

Like other gamesters, the snook is 
known by a number of names. Sometimes 
he is referred to as the robalo, and some 
folks-call him sergeant fish, but he is a 
snook right on. The snook is a silvery 
fish with a heavy black lateral line that 
immediately distinguishes him. He has 
a rather long and slender body and a pro- 
jecting lower jaw. He’s a goodlooking 
gamester—in the water and out.

length of time, depending upon the size 
of the snook. 

If the snook is of average size, say six 
pounds, the angler will usually land it 
within five or six minutes. If, however, 
it happens to weigh 16 pounds, which is 
not at all unusual, the angler will find 
that he has a real job on his hands. And 
when you tie into a snook weighing 20 
pounds or more, you'll give yourself a 
pat on the back if you land him. In 
other words, the heavier and stouter a 
snook becomes, the more it resents being 
hooked and forced to respond to the urg- 
ings of an angler. 

It has been mentioned that the snook 
does not leap high into the air, nor bore 
deeply when hooked. Still the snook is 
a great fighter in many other respects. It 


_ stages its battle just under the surface, 


occasionally breaking the water in a half 


leap and shaking its head. Black bass of. 


the fresh waters often fight this kind of 
a battle, as do also tarpon after they have 
finished their leaping tactics and settled 
down to a stubborn resistance. 

In plug casting for snook, anglers usu- 
ally prefer to employ a surface plug be- 
cause they then have the added thrill:of 
seeing, as well as feeling, the strike. In 
south Florida, two types of surface plugs 
are favored. One is the darter type that 
makes a splash and a slight popping 
sound when jerked during the retrieve. 
The other is the smooth darter type that, 
properly retrieved, almost dances on the 
water. Snook are suckers for both types. 
Favored finishes are the yellow with red 
dots and the silver flash. 

Snook also will strike well on pike 
minnow types of plugs, lipped plugs, 
crippled shad and crippled minnow types, 
and they will go for the underwater 
plugs, spoons and feathers. Of the under- 
water lures, the feather minnow, yellow 
in color, is the best. The wiggle diver 
types do not do so well, while spoons are 
only fair. Snook usually feed on the 
surface and, as a consequence, they can 
usually be taken on surface plugs. That 
is another point that endears them to 
plug casters. 

The majority of anglers plug casting 
for snook use any kind of casting rod and 
reel that they may happen to possess. 
However, there are many who purchase 
and use a casting rod of a minimum over- 
all length of five feet—a rod with a tip 
that has plenty of backbone. This back- 
bone is needed for two reasons. One is 
that it enables the angler to put more 
“aumph” in the jerk used in retrieving, 
and the other is that a rather strong tip 
is needed for battling a large snook and 
for checking that initial rush, quickly 
when the snook heads back for the man- 
grove roots or pilings. 

Over at Boca Grande on the Florida 
west coast, where lots of folks go for their 
tarpon fishing, there is an old dock that 
has long since fell into disuse. Under the 
dock there are numerous snook, some of 
them of extra large size and evidently 
weighing in excess of 40 pounds. Dave 
Newell, former editor-in-chief of Field 
& Stream magazine, and I fished it several 
years ago while on a tarpon fishing jaunt. 
It was an experience worth remembering. 

We stood on the beach alongside the 
dock and cast our plugs near the piling 
in a diagonal cast: Both of us got plenty

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of strikes but we failed to even come near 
beaching a snook. Those gamesters were 
really educated. They would not strike 
at a plug unless it was cast within-a foot 
of the pilings. But if a plug was placed 
that close, out the snook would dash and 
strike like a ton of bricks. They were all 
whoppers that smacked our plugs that 
day. The instant they struck at a plug 
and one was hooked, back he would 
scramble for the safety of the pilings and 
there was just no holding them. Dave 
and I lost several plugs and broke our 
lines several times before we called it a 
day and quit. 

Cruising back to the hotel on Useppa 
Island, where we were staying, Dave did 
a considerable amount of thinking. Fi- 
nally, he broke the silence. 

“You know, Erl, when those snook 
came out from the pilings to take a crack 
at our plugs, they were looking both ways 
to make sure of the quickest way back to 
the pilings,” he said. “T’ll bet every dad- 
blamed one of them is cross-eyed!” 

Whether Dave was right or not, I never 
have found out because I’ve never been 
able to snake one of those dock gamesters 
into the open, nor have I heard of any of 
them being caught. The best I could do 
that day with Dave was to land a 16- 
pound snook while casting in Boca 
Grande pass near the point. That one 
gave me a terrific battle during which 
there were moments when I thought he 
was going to clean my reel of the 12- 
pound test line I was using. 

Snook also will take a fly with all the 
eagerness of a hobo reaching for a hand- 
out. Fly fishing for them is a newer 
sport than plug casting, but it is working 
out so well that many fly casters now 
specialize on snook. One of the reasons 
is the stretch of brackish canal bordering 
the Tamiami Trail from Ochoppee to the 
Marco road. This waterway usually is 
loaded with snook weighing from a few 
pounds to 30 pounds, with eight to 10 
pounds as an average. That size snook 
will keep even an expert fly fisherman 
in a dither, and a day of fishing finds the 
angler short several favorite flies and 
broken lines. 

The snook hang out around the bridges 
along the canal, and there are lots of 
bridges—short, wooden affairs, ranging 
from 50 to 100 feet in length. The angler 
stands on the road shoulder and casts as 
near as possible to the opposite bank of 
the canal. The flies doing the best work 
are the popper bugs and the divided 
streamer types. One day the snook will 
show a preference for one, while the next 
day they fall for the other. Color does 
not seem to make much difference, but 
snook still like orange or yellow. 

These popper bugs are very similar to 
the bass bugs used by fly casters. They 
have a cork body about an inch in length, 
with two short wings attached. When 
cast, they are allowed to rest on the sur- 
face for a few seconds, then jerked slight- 
ly. About three slight jerks is the limit 
before a snook takes the bug. Properly 
manipulated, this little fly contrivance 
will make an audible “Pop” and quite a 
splash for such a small fly. 

In the divided wing streamer flies, the 
wings alternately open and close as the 
fly is retrieved. The ones used by snook 
fishermen are about two and one-half

A catch of 
from 10 to 20 snook, weighing a total of 
from 80 to 200 pounds, is not at all un- 
usual. 
The best place for trolling for snook in 
my experience is the Ten Thousand is- 
lands area out of Everglades, Fla. Here 
the waterways are mostly quite narrow 
and there are so many of them that a 
stranger is completely lost among them 
before he’s out 10 minutes. The trolling 
is accomplished with light trolling rods, 
with tips weighing from three to six 
ounces. A feather lure is the best, with 
spoons as a second choice. The feather 

lures are the one-ounce size, having a 

lead head with a hole through it. The 
- leader is run through the hole and the 

hook pulled well up into the feathers 
which project backward from the head. 

Usually, the hook used is 2/0 in size. 

Trolling speed is very slow, with the 
‘spoon or feather lure running through 
the water close to one bank or the other. 

The majority of fish caught will be snook, 

as a usual rule, although redfish, snap- 

per, chiro, jack, small jewfish, salt water 
trout, tarpon and grouper are quite nu- 
-merous. Twenty years ago it was noth- 

ing to count more than 100 fish caught by 

the end of a day of trolling. At the 
_ present time, a catch of from 10 to 20 is 
considered good. Commercial netting has 
taken its toll of these waters. 

Many plug casters now are using Nylon 
monofilament line instead of the regular 
Nylon in casting for snook. However, I 
still prefer either silk or Nylon line, with 
either a Nylon gut leader or a very light 
stainless steel leader.

owner fill out the bill of sale on the re- 
verse side of the Certificate of Award 
of Number and forward it to the Motor- 
boat Registration section of the Coast 
Guard District Office in your district 
within 10 days after making the purchase, 
and a new certificate then will be sent — 
to you. 

If the boat has not been previously 
registered but is not new you must pro- 
cure affidavits from the previous owners 
as to when, where and from whom they 
obtained it and stating why it has not — 
been registered. 

If your craft is over 17’ in length, ex-_ 
cluding sheer, you must carry the Certi- _ 
ficate of Award of Number aboard at | 
all times unless the boat is so designed 
that stowage space is inadequate and 
the certificate would be damaged if so 
carried. 

However, in the event the certificate 
is lost or becomes so damaged as to be 
illegible, the facts explaining such loss 
or damage must be promptly and concise- 
ly presented in writing to the commander 
of the Coast Guard District in which it 


-was originally issued. A duplicate certifi- 


cate will be issued free of charge. And 
if you move you must report to the 
Coast Guard within 10 days in the dis- 
trict which issued your certificate. 

Outboard motorboats of 16’ or less need 
not be registered, nor are such craft re-_ 
quired to carry on board the safety 
equipment demanded of motorboats of 
the various classes, with the exception 
of a life saving device for every person 
on board. An outboard motorboat is one— 
to which the motor is not permanently 
affixed. Where such motor is permanently - 
bolted or fastened to the hull the craft 
becomes a motorboat and subject to | 
regulations of such boats. 

Outboard motor boats of more than 16’ 
are governed by the same requirements 
applying to other motorboats and must 
carry the same equipment with the ex- 
ception of ventilators, carburetor flame 
arresters and fire extinguishers. Be sure 
that any safety devices are approved by 
the U.S, Coast Guard. 


Filter Installation 
for Outboards 


Should you install a filter in the fuel line 
of your outboard motor make sure it is 
designed for gravity flow and not for a 
pressurized system. The filter and fuel 
lines should be installed in such a way 
that there is a continuous fall from the 
tank outlet to the carburetor inlet. High 
and low spots in the line may allow an 
air lock to starve your motor, causing it 
to speed up and slow down erratically 
or stop altogether. 


Drive Shaft Coupling 


Unless the drive shaft to propeller shaft 
coupling lines up perfectly when the boat 
is in the water it will cause shaft whip, 
excessive vibration and wear and make 
packing glands and bearing leaks almost 
impossible to stop. If the boat is to be 
left in the water the coupling should not 
be permanently fastened for several days. | 
Otherwise the swelling and settling of 
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the timbers may throw the shafts out of 
line again. 


Spark Plugs 


If your outboard motor starts out well 
at high speed, then slows down and 
knocks badly and continues to run several 
revolutions after being shut off your 
spark plugs are probably too hot and 
are causing pre-ignition. Remove them 
immediately after a fast run and check 
the porcelains inside them. If they are 
white the plugs are too hot and should 
be changed for colder ones. If they are 
correct the porcelains will be a light 
chocolate brown. 

If the motor loads up and fouls plugs 
badly the plugs may be too cold, in which 
case they will be black with soot or a 
very dark brown and possibly wet, or at 
least moist inside.

Your Fishing Vaca- 
tion Guide For 1950 


By H. G. Tapply 


Maybe this is the year you catch the big 
one—the pot-bellied, lantern-jawed old 
lunker you’ve always wanted to hang 
over the fireplace. And why not? Since 
you're going fishing anyway, you might 
as well go where the big ones live. 

Friend of mine called one day a couple 
of years back to ask where he might go 
with a chance of catching a landlocked 
salmon big enough to mount. Seems he’d 
taken a mail-order course in taxidermy 
and wanted to practice his newly- 
acquired art. I suggested Long Lake, up 
in the Fish River chain of northern 
Aroostook County, Maine, told him to 
write to Pat Martin’s Sporting Camps at 
Sinclair for reservations, and then crossed 
my fingers. Long Lake gives up more big 
landlocks than any other place I know, 
but even so you’ve got to have Lady Luck 
on your team when you go looking for 
lunkers. 

A couple of weeks later the budding 
taxidemist phoned his report: “Had to 
settle for a seven-pounder,” he said. “But 
I’'da had one twice that big, maybe three 
times that big, except for a busted 
twenty-pound leader, a splintered rod tip 
and the fact that I froze on my reel like 
a rank beginner. Chap in the same camp 
brought one in that weighed twelve 
pounds, ‘nother feller showed me one 
that went thirteen and a quarter, and by 
godfrey I’m going back up there next 
Springa ae. 

Of course, the fish-stuffer was lucky 
enough to collect his seven-pounder, but 
his chances were better at Long Lake 
than anywhere else. Long Lake still pro- 
duces big salmon, with a 15-pound, 14- 
ounce top last year and several fish over 
ten pounds. The biggest landlocks were 
taken during late June and July, most of 
them on trolled bait. 

Now, supposing you like the idea of 
spending your vacation this year at a 
place where you have a reasonably good 
chance of tying into a lunker, let’s list 
some of the more popular species of game 
fish and name a few of the waters where 
they run big: 

LARGEMOUTH BASS: Florida pro- 
duces the jumbos. The Oklawaha River 
holds some big fish, so does the St. Johns. 
Lots of camps-in that territory, some with 
housekeeping facilities, plus accommoda- 
tions for the chap who travels by trailer. 
The big ones seem to show up in July and

August, but with a year-’round open 
season you stand a chance to connect 
every time you make a cast. 

Every state has largemouths, however. 
The big reservoirs of Southern California 
—Otay, Hodges, Barrett, Sweetwater, 
Henshaw—offer excellent bass fishing, but 
accommodations there are somewhat lim- 
ited. Lake Mead, of course, has become 
famous both for the size and number of 
its bass. Lake Texoma in Oklahoma turns 
up a big one occasionally. 


SMALLMOUTH BASS: Being less

For brook trout—jumbo-sized brook 
trout, that is—you can’t beat the Nipigon 


_ waters in Ontario where, on a July day in 


1936, one, Dr. W. J. Cook, hauled out a 
squaretail that weighed 14144 pounds and 
still stands today as the largest ever 
landed with rod and reel. Nipigon waters 
still produce some big trout, and probably 
always will, but they’re now sharing 
honors with the lakes and streams of 
Algonquin Park, only 150 miles north of 
Toronto, and the almost virgin trout fish- 
ing in the Algoma country. 

However, Ontario holds no monopoly 
on big squaretails. Quebec comes up with 
some sockdolagers every year, such as the 


_eight-pounder that Daggett H. Howard 


of Washington, D.C., took from Lake 
Mattawa last June—and on a fly, too. 
Maine, of course, always has been famous 
for its native trout fishing. Look for the 
big ones in big waters: Messalonskee in 
the Belgrades and the giant of them all, 
mighty Moosehead. 

Brown trout are pretty well distributed 
throughout the country now, but some 
areas seem to produce bigger Ge than 
others—for example, Branch Pond near 
Bangor, Maine; certain streams in Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan and New York State. 
But the biggest browns of last year came 
from Utah. 


WALLEYES: Back to Ontario again, 
and the York River, Stormy Lake at 
Restoule, Whitefish Falls, Chandos Lake, 
and scores of other waters where our 
walleyed friend grows fat and pugnacious. 
Or- Pennsylvania, where in places like 
French Creek or the broad Allegheny 
walleye fishing sometimes pays rich divi- 
in the St. Claire 


Duluth—or New York State, Quebec, 
Saskatchewan, Wisconsin or Minnesota. 


' Walleyes are where you find ’em, and you

LAKE TROUT: Wherever you find 
deep cold water, and miles of it, you'll 
find lakers.

NORTHERN PIKE: Some folks sneer 
at the northern, claiming he’s good for 
neither fighting nor eating. But hundreds 
of thousands of good fishermen seek him 
in his weedy lair every year, and some 
even claim that pound-for-pound he can 
outslug a musky. Whatever you think of 
the northern, he’s an obliging cuss, and 
his willingness to engage an angler in 
mortal combat has saved many a fishing 
trip from failure. 

For big northerns and plenty of them, 
you can’t beat Ontario. Lake Nipigon gave 
up several last year that tipped an honest 
beam below the 30-pound mark, the top 
fish being a 37-lb., 11-oz. specimen‘ caught 


on a Dardevle by Louis B. Kastner of 
Waseca, Minn. Mr. Kastner fished out of 
Bill McCullum’s Reflection Lake Cabins 
on Orient Bay—and we're betting he goes 
back there again this year.

If you're planning to visit Minnesota 
this year and think you’d like to test the 
mettle of a 20-pound northern, stop in 
at Sandpoint Lake or, in the Ely area, 
Fourtown Lake.

Varmint hunting really needs to be 
lefined. To my mind it is a combination 
stalking and shooting skill that proves 
the teamwork of man and gun. Thus the 
man who sneaks up within 50 yards of 
his quarry and pops it is more of a 
stalker than a good shot. The man who 
_ establishes a stand on some choice emi- 
-mence and takes all the targets he can 
find is more of an expert rifleman. And 
the man who scorns the “sitters” and 
takes only those varmints that are in full 
flight is really laying the foundation for 


all of these are known as varmint hunters. 

Personally, I get a lot of wallop out of 
mixing stalking and shooting and, since 
the .22 is a gun that requires more knowl- 
edge of ballistics and wind drift per 100 
yards of -ange than any other caliber, 
that’s my baby. 

When it comes to training youngsters 
and tyros in the myriad possibilities of 
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Entirely too many rifles and shotgun enthusiasts think only in terms of 
the “open season” on upland game, waterfowl or big game. When the 
season closes they put their guns in storage and wait the many months 
until another season rolls around. That’s okay if you want it that way, 
but there’s lots of fun and sport in off the season—such as varmint shoot 
ing as outlined in the article below.

varmint hunting, the common .22 long 
rifle cartridge is-likely the most severe 
training school of them all. It is, admit- 
tedly, a short-range cartridge, susceptible 
to rainbow curves of trajectory, and very 
vulnerable to wind drift, but it’s still a 
whale of a lot of gun for all its puny 
reputation in a family that runs to big 
brothers. The center-fire calibers have 
discredited the .22 as a varmint caliber 
except within narrow classifications. Un- 
der average conditions its effective range 
and accuracy is thus confined to within 
125 yards. 

Take woodchucks for instance. In the 
sort of country- in which chucks live, 
there are often very substantial reasons 
why a high-velocity rifle can not, or 
should not, be used. In such areas the .22 
long rifle cartridge is made to order, 
offering just as much sport for a 100- or 
a 125-yard shot as a lightning lead-spitter 
does at 300 paces. So, if I can Indian my 
way around a 40-acre chuck hangout for 
a half-day, I can be as happy as a bear 
in a bee tree. 

The low velocity of the bullet restricts 
its use on varmint targets of the size of 
woodchucks, foxes and coyotes simply

‘windage adjustment of a scope-sighted 
(rifle, and especially a .22, should be 
‘made at extremely short range—20 yards 
“at most. And the finer your aiming point 
| the closer you can make your adjustment. 
I usually use a vertical line, so thin that 
it matches the thickness of the cross-hair. 
‘If a post is employed the line can be as 
‘fine as can be centered atop the reticule. 
/By using a very firm rest, the windage 
‘should be adjusted so the bullet centers 
/ on that aiming line. I am very fussy about 
that and, if the scope adjustments do not 
‘permit splitting the bullet on such a nar- 
‘row aiming point I generally shim the 
yscope in its mounts until I achieve that 
‘perfect zero. For if the bullet impact is off 
“dead center at 20 yards, it follows that it 
will be considerably off center by the 
‘time that bullet reaches 100 yards. 

' For elevation adjustment I prefer 
shooting at 50, 75 and 100 yards, setting 
‘and recording the number of clicks neces- 
‘sary to raise the point of impact from the 
50-yard setting to one of 75 yards, and 
from the 75-yard setting to one of 100 
‘yards. All such test shooting is done from 
‘a bench rest, with the forearm of the rifle 
} resting on the bench support at the point 
‘where it would be normally supported by 
‘the hand in off-hand use. The forearm is 
| pulled firmly down with the left hand so 
‘the amount of pressure of forearm on rest 
is uniform from shot to shot. 

_ The individual shooter will know at 
‘what range most of his varmints are 
‘taken and he should set his elevation at 
a happy medium, neither at the minimum 
nor the maximum ranges at which he 
plans to shoot. Thus on long shots he can 
hold slightly, over the spot where he in- 
tends his bullet to hit; on shots at short 
range he will hold under the intended 
point of impact. In all cases, except at 
extreme short range, the bullet twice 
‘crosses the line of aim—once when it 
“rises” past it and flies for some yards 
above the point of aim, and again when 
it falls back through the line of aim. On 
‘extreme short shots the bullet may thus 
strike exactly on the point of aim, even 
though your .22 is zeroed for a consider- 
'ably greater range. After I zero my .22 
‘for any range I always shoot it until I 
“ascertain exactly where the nearer zero 
‘applies and am thus prepared for any 
‘quick snap shots at close range. 

' The next step of the successful varmint 
‘hunter is to study the physiology of the

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varmints he hunts. Any hunter should 
know the major killing areas of his game, 
regardless of their position or stance. 
And he should always shoot for those 
points, observe the resultant action of his 
targets and, whenever possible, examine 
his hits with utmost care. 

If he follows this procedure he will soon 
learn that a woodchuck, sitting upright 
and facing either toward or away from 
him, can be broken down stone-dead, 
with a bullet placed squarely upon its 
backbone if the bullet strikes no lower 
than midway down the length of the body. 
A lower shot will still break its back, but 
will not paralyze the front quarters and 
the woodchuck can crawl away, often to 
live for hours in lingering agony. 

If that chuck is sidewise, the gunner 
will soon learn that the backbone is far 
too small an aiming point and too difficult 
to hit with certainty. So he will go for 
the shoulder-lung area, where a hollow- 
point bullet kills in two rapidly consecu- 
tive ways: first, a break-down paralysis 
of vital organs; second, rupture of the 
major blood vessels resulting in fatal 
hemorrhage. 

In between these two ideal targets are 
a host of others, all of them permitting 
instant kills if the varmint hunter ignores 
any intervening tissues and always tries 
to .pin-point his bullet through to the 
vitals. Head and neck shots are, of course, 
deadly. Some varmint hunters go for 
them exclusively, on the theory that if hit 
they are instantly fatal; if missed, the 
chuck gets away scot-free to furnish a 
later target. But I’ve also seen some skin- 


-and-bones chucks that such head and 


neck shooters left behind to literally 
starve to death, having shot away a por- 
tion of either jaw. 

I speak of woodchucks mainly because 
they are the one varmint~that is found, 
in a multitude of forms, throughout a 
substantial portion of the United States 
and Canada. Their vast range accounts 
for more shots being fired by varmint 
hunters at woodchucks than at any other 
single target. Near centers of human 
population, notably in the New England 
area, there are only two varmints of 
shootable note, the woodchuck and the 
crow. Of course there are a few snapping 
turtles but they are hardly plentiful 
enough so one can go hunting them. And 
great horned owls and a few of the de- 
structive hawks—duck, sharp-shinned,

Goshawk and Cooper’s—but they are too 
infrequently encountered to cut much of 
a slice in the varmint hunter’s menu. 

Eastern varmint hunters often take me 
to task for all my talk of wind drift. Few 
of them pay it much attention, simply be- 
cause they shoot in sheltered areas where 
wind has little or no effect on their bul- 
lets. But in shooting over open areas, 
particularly in the mid-Western plains 
areas where a dead calm is virtually un- 
known, wind drift is a definite factor in 
consistent scoring. 

The preceding table Figure I illustrates 
the wind drift affecting .22 long rifle am- 
munition. It is noteworthy that the low- 
speed ammunition—a high quality of 
which is generally used in rifle matches— 
is considerably less susceptible to wind 
drift than the high-speed ammunition 
commonly used for varmints and game. 
This is due to a critical factor encountered 
by all projectiles that exceed the velocity 
cf sound in air, which varies according to 
temperature and altitude, known to air- 
craft engineers as the Sonic Barrier. 


Of course the greatest variation in wind 
drift between the low- and high-speed 
.22 ammunition occurs when the range 
approaches 200 yards. That is the major 
reason I seldom attempt to target shoot, 
or hunt varmints, at a range beyond 100 
yards, and put my .22 in the gun rack if 
the wind velocity exceeds 20 miles-per- 
hour. Attempting to use a .22 with con- 
sistent results under such conditions is a 
waste of time and effort, beside being 
inhuman. 

This table needs little explanation be- 
yond mentioning that a minute of angle is 
approximately equal to one inch at 100 
yards, two inches at 200 yards, and so on. 
Thus you will note that the inch and 
minute deflections at 100 yards, in a wind 
of any given velocity, are identical. At 
200 yards the minute deflections is half 
that of the inch deflection. Unfamiliarity 
with the relation of these two factors can 
throw the varmint hunter considerably 
askew in his calculations. 

In making allowance for wind drift I 
have found it much more satisfactory to 
set off the needful amount on the scope,

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rather than attempting to hold off the 
distance in inches such a setting repre- 
sents. While this takes time, it is a much 
more accurate method of allowing for 
wind drift and offers the further advan- 
tage of allowing the rifleman to hold his 
scope cross-hairs or post on the exact spot 
he wishes to plant his bullet. If his esti- 
mate of range and trajectory are correct, 
and his scope is thus set off to compensate 
for wind drift, he will score much more 
consistently by this method than if he 
attempts to hold off for elevation or wind 
drift, or both. 

Under no circumstances should the var- 
mint shooter attempt to apply the ac- 
companying wind-drift table on any 
calibers other than the .22 long rifle 
cartridge. The figures shown therein wil] 
not hold for the lesser .22 loads—the .22 
short and the .22 long, and they will not 
apply to any of the center-fire calibers. . 
A similar table for the high-velocity ' 
calibers, together with a proven formula | 
for their application, is being prepared | 
and will be published in a later issue of | 
Outdoorsman. 

Using Figures II and III you can readily : 
adjust the sights on your .22 so its bullets:

Experiments with Wood 


iExperiments conducted by the Forest 
Service have disclosed the fuel values of 
pot woods on a percentage basis as

In this State, youngsters 14 and 15 years 
old may obtain hunting licenses only by 
having the parent or guardian sign for it 
and can hunt only in company with the 
parent or guardian or an adult licensed 
hunter with a written permit from the 
parent or guardian. A 16-year-oldster 
may purchase the license by himself. 


The new law went into effect on July 
1, 1949, less than a year ago. Naturally, 
any results to date are not conclusive 
enough to indicate a trend. However, the 
need for certain changes in administra- 
tion of the law, particularly in terms of 
time demands on the protectors and con- 
venience for the minors and adults, al- 
ready has been evidenced. But ‘no real 
need for a change in the law itself has 
been presented up to this date. So let’s 


see what the results were for the first 


hunting season under this law. 


During 1949 there were 141 hunting 
accidents in New York State compared 
to 113 in 1948. Of those totals, 17.7 percent 
or 20 cases were under 17 years old in 
1948 and only 13.4 percent or 19 cases in 
1949. However, the difference is much 
greater when one figures further. Six of 
the 19 cases occurred before the law went 
into effect on July 1, so these youngsters 
were not briefed. The encouraging fact 
is that only three of the remaining minors 
had received their licenses legally from 
Game Protectors and received the re- 


_quired briefing. i 


Thus we find that the major hunting 
season, during which thousands of minors 
hunted after receiving instruction from 
game protectors and passing the required 
test, ended with only three accidents 
caused by these minors, all being fatal. 
One shot another in the face when a 
pheasant flushed between them. One was 
climbing over a log, using his gun butt 
on the log as a brace, only to have it 
slip off, hit the ground, and bang-o, off 
went his head. The last was 15 years old, 
had been briefed but was hunting deer 
which is illegal for his age. He killed his 
brother when his faulty shotgun, loaded 
with slugs, accidentally went off. 


An unusual case was the result of a 
special game protector issuing a license 
to a minor illegally by not briefing him 
and giving the test. The minor went out 
and killed another “accidentally.” The 
briefing might have prevented this killing. 
The officer not only lost his position but 
was fined $100 while the minor certainly 
learned a tragic lesson and lost more 
than just his hunting license. 

While these figures are promising, it is 
too soon to draw tangible conclusions. 
There are several reasons: the time has 
been too short, we must wait another 
year or two to see if the trend continues, 
falls off, or improves. In other words, we 
may have been just lucky this season. 
We need time, too, to see if the lessons 
stick with the minors for future seasons; 
and also to see if there is any improve- 
ment passed on to the adults.

Packsack Travel for 


Wilderness Campers 
By K. F. Murray 


The packsack is still a fundamental piece 
of camping gear for the man (and woman, 
too!) who travels by canoe, bicycle or 
“shank’s mare” into the woods or coun- 
tryside. With it on his back he is free to 
move into and about places inaccessible 
to the ordinary traveler. In it are his 
house, his kitchen and food supply, his 
wardrobe and equipment. 

Modern packs, though of improved ma- 
terials, are still basically of the same 
design as when originally created. And 
they serve the same purpose and no other 
—to carry one’s stuff when the back must 
be used. 

Many packs have been invented, boast- 
ing this feature or that, but few have 
proved their worth and retained their 
popularity. Those best suited to the 
present day traveler on the out-of-the- 
way trails are the Duluth, the Pack Board 
or frame in several styles, the Rucksack, 
and the Pack basket. The first three are 
primarily intended for traveling when 
‘tentage and bedding is carried while the 
Pack Basket and many smaller packs are 
only suitable for one day trips when 
nothing much more than a lunch is 
carried. 


The Duluth Pack 

Here is a real woodsman’s pack, invented 
and developed by Poirer in the Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, and Canadian wilds. 
Originated as a pack for timber cruisers 
and trappers, it has now become in addi- 
tion, ad standard model for all travelers 
of the north woods. Canoeists like it for 
it has no hard parts or corners to injure 
a canoe bottom. This is important where 
there are many portages and the packs 
must be hauled in and out of the canoe 
many times. It is also an excellent hikers 
pack, hanging and riding well. 

The Duluth is a flat, square, canvas 
envelope with a flap that reaches halfway 
to the bottom and equipped with three 
long straps for closing. The long flap and 
straps make the pack somewhat adjust- 
able to a large or small load. It has no 
sides or bottom as such, these forming 
from the envelope as the pack is filled. 
’ That explains why an empty Duluth looks 
bigger than anyone would ever need. The 
mouth of the pack is the full width which 
makes packing easy. 

The shoulder straps are fastened on the 
center line but a few inches from the top. 
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Lower ends buckle at the bottom corners 
and are adjustable. Placed as they are 
the straps stay on the shoulders without 
a tendency to creep off and the pack 
rides well on the back without dropping 
too low on the hips. Most Duluths are 
made with a head strap that is helpful 
when extra loads are piled on top the 
pack such as is commonly done at 
portages. 

Duluths come in three sizes the largest 
measuring 28 x 28 inches when empty. 
This is the size found most adequate for

trips of several days. It is big enough 
that all the gear, grub, bedding, and 
equipment can go inside without the 
necessity of tying equipment on the out- 
side to flap and catch on all the bushes. 
The two smaller sizes are useful for 
similar trips when less gear is carried for 
one day trips. 


The Rucksack 

The Rucksack is an importation from 
Europe that caught on in America and 
has stayed with us. There is some little 
variation in style with different manu- 
facturers but generally it is an open 
mouthed bag that closes at the top with 
a puckering string. If it has one or more 
pockets on the outside, these will be con- 
venient for carrying small equipment. 
Several sizes are made and the largest is 
suitable for carrying overnight equipment 
if the gear doesn’t bulk too large. 

The main disadvantage with rucksacks 
is that they tend to ride too low on the 
back and the method of closing bunches 
the contents somewhat. The first diffi- 
culty stems from the fact that the straps 


for carrying usually come from the exact 
top center. On a mountain side where 
weight should be kept low this seeming 
disadvantage can be an asset. 

A model, now familiar to many througll 
the War Surplus stores, is the rucksack 
on a metal frame designed for ski and 
mountain troops. It is excellently made 
of first class materials and at the usual 
prices offered is a good buy. Unfortu- 
nately it is not quite big enough for ex- 
tended trips unless gear and extra cloth- 
ing is kept to the bare minimum. Gen- 
erally speaking, it is a good rig for a 
medium or small outfit. Like all ruck- 
sacks it hangs low and the metal frame 
pushes the load away from the body 
making the wearer bend forward more 
than is customary. 

The lightweight, metal frame of this 
Army pack combines with a rucksack 
one of the big features of the pack board 
ie. it keeps the sack away from the back 
by means of a wide strap at the bottom 
permitting air to circulate along the back, 
This means a drier shirt at the end of the 
day. Also this frame is detachable so 
that the pack can be used in the ordinary 
manner or in a canoe. 


The Packboard | 
There are several kinds all on the prin+ 
ciple of web or leather straps or canvas 
stretched to a metal or wood frame so 
that the pack is kept away from the back, . 
In theory at least, the weight is carried 
by the hips and shoulders and the back is 
kept cool. This and the fact that they 
are unexcelled for packing hard, bulky 
articles such as outboard motors, boxes, 
gas cans, etc. are the packboard’s main _

Other Packs 
There are other packs, mostly of small 
capacity, but the above mentioned are the 
best known and liked.

/ Double seams are stouter than single 
seams but cost more. If you carry loads 
» of thirty or more pounds, then the ma- 
' terial should be of 10 or 12 ounce duck. 
' The side seams that end in the mouth of 
‘the bag should have leather or webbing 
‘sewn across them to prevent ripping. 
) Leather is better than webbing for the 
‘ shoulder straps and should not be nar- 
rower than an inch and a half.

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or even soft ground. Hard objects inside 
may punch through. Hoist them, not by 


their shoulder straps which may pull out, _ 


but by their “ears,” the upper corners, or 
by grasping the frame. Avoid carrying 
inside an axe or other sharp tool even 
when sheathed. Dry thoroughly when 
wet and store in.a dry place when not 
in use. Oil the leather straps with 
harness oil occasionally until they'll 
absorb no more. 

If you are going into the woods for 
pleasure or business, the pack is still a 
basic piece of equipment. A good one 
will serve you well, but a poor one is a 
danged nuisance! 


Poisonous Plants 
Skin poisoning from poison ivy, poison 
oak, or poison sumac causes untold suffer- 
ing and expense to many folks who take 
to the woods. While there are many reme- 
dies once it has been contracted, it is bet- 
ter to learn it well enough to give instant 
recognition and so avoid it. Avoiding con- 
tact is the best prevention. 

Poison oak and poison ivy, sometimes 


known by local names, are so much alike 


they can be considered the same. Both 
occur in most parts of the United States 
in several varieties either as woody vines, 
trailing shrubs, or low erect bushes. Both 
plants look alike and if you know one, 
you'll recognize the other. Both have 
leaves always divided into three leaflets. 
Not all plants bear seeds but when they 
do, they are in white clusters like mistle- 
toe berries. If you watch for and avoid 
any plant that has a leaf made up of three 
leaflets, chances are you'll not be poisoned. 

Poison sumac may be found in the east- 
ern half of the United States from Min- 
nesota to Louisiana. It grows fortunate- 
ly only in wet places, such as swamps 
and low, damp spots. As a shrub growing 
in clumps its slender stems ordinarly 
reach to 6 to 10 feet in height. It, has 
been known, however, to develop into a 
tree several inches in diameter and up 
to 30 feet high. 

The leaves are made up of 7 to 13 leaf- 
lets with a single leaflet at the end. It 
too, has white berries growing in a loose 
cluster 3 to 8 inches in length. The safest 
rule for prevention of sumac poisoning 
is to avoid any shrubs in low lands that 
have this general description. 


Camp Sanitation 


A clean campsite is not only a healthful 
one but radiates an atmosphere of pleas- 
antness. If the site at which you camp is 
not a public one with the necessary sani- 
tary facilities, then you have to provide 
your own. Locate the latrine away from 
the site and hidden in the bushes. If you 
are to stay several days, the simplest 
type is the “trench.” Six inches wide, 
eighteen inches deep, and three or four 
feet long will accommodate several peo- 
ple for a few days. 

Avoid littering the site. Burn the burn- 
able i.e. egg shells, candy wrappers, 
orange peelings, etc. Bury away from the 


camp the tin cans and the other unburn-’ 


ables. Don’t throw things “back in the 
bushes.” If-this rule is consistently fol- 
lowed by all campers the site will be a 
pleasant one and those who follow you 
will thank you for your consideration.

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The Birchbark Torch 


By Roger Wheeler 


“FRANK, HOW DO YOU FIND your way in the 
woods at night?” 

“T make a birchbark torch.” Frank put 
another stick of wood in the Logwood 
stove, then leaned back comfortably in his 
battered old easy-chair. “It’s quite easy 
if you understand just what to do, Roger.” 

We were sitting in Frank’s guide-room 
back of the kitchen in his log cabin at 
Wabash Lake, Maine. For the benefit of 
those who do not know—Frank Mac- 
in my opinion, is the finest all- 
around guide, woodsman, and trapper in 
the Pine Tree State. Of course, you may 
think I am prejudiced because Franl. and 
I have been friends for over forty years, 
but I believe if you ask any sportsman 
Frank has ever guided he will tell you 
the same. 

“How do you make a birchbark torch, 
Frank?” I often throw Frank a leading 
question to get him started. Frank loves 
to talk—not in the woods hunting and 
fishing, of course—but after supper in his 
cabin or around the campfire. So, I gave 
him another lead: . “I’ve often wondered, 
Frank, when you’ve told me about coming 
over the trail after dark how you do it 
without a flashlight.” 

“Several times I’ve been caught after 
dark in the woods, due to bein’ detained 
for some reason or another,” said Frank, 
taking my conversational bait. “I mind 
one time in particular. Another feller and 
I had wounded a deer and we trailed him 
til it was so darn dark we couldn’t see to 
walk. Well, there was nothin’ we could 
do but lay in the woods all night or find some way of 
lightin’ ourselves out.” 

“You mean with a birchbark torch?” 

“Yes! They’re easy enough to make. You go to 
a birch tree, peel off a nice chunk of bark—white 
birch is best—and you take a strip about a foot long 
and about four or five inches wide, and you roll that 
up. Start in and roll it just like you would a sheet 
of paper, and you take a split stick about two feet 
long—a small size stick an inch through—then you 
split the end of that down about four inches, and you 
shove it right on over your piece of birchbark after 
you’ve rolled it up in a roll, and that locks the seam 
where the end of the bark was rolled. You slide the 
split stick right on over it, right where the bark ends 
as you roll it, and you’ve got a torch.” 

“Tt sounds easy.” 

“It is. Just light that torch and walk with that in 
front of you, and the draft of air as you walk keeps 
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“Light the birehbark torch and the draft of air going through it 
as you walk keeps it burning.”’ 


that burnin’. Makes a draft right through. It’s like 
a small stovepipe—the draft pulls right through it. 
You'd be surprised, that closely rolled piece of birch- 
bark will light your way in the woods as well, if not 
better, than any flashlight I ever saw.’ 

“Tell me, Frank, how long will one torch made from 
a strip of iene about a foot long by four or five inches 
wide, rolled up and fashioned in the way you have 
described, last before it burns itself out and you have 
to make another?” 

“Well, this feller that I speak of and I traveled 
about two miles on two torches.” 

“Two miles on two torches—a mile to a torch!” 

“That’s right.” 

“Well, that is something worth knowing if a man’s 
caught in the woods at night and has no way of 
lighting his way home.”

Pointing Griffon, the 
All-Purpose Dog 


By Jack Shattuck 


The wire-haired pointing Griffon is prob- 
ably the least known and used of what 
could be called all-purpose field dogs 
among the sporting breeds known in 
America. And there appears little ex- 
planation for this lack of admirers and 
users of this very excellent hunting dog 
except that he has not received the pub- 
licity, advertising and pushing so many 
other imported hunting breeds have. 

No breed, regardless of its great ability, 
can rise to stardom in a country so vast 
as the United States on its merits alone. 
It must have a definite backing and pub- 
licity campaign among its admirers and 
users to let the American sportsmen know 
about it. So let’s hope that the wire- 
haired pointing Griffon will be given 
some recognition in the next few years. 
I can assure anyone that he will prove 
to all that he has the capabilities of ful- 
filling the accomplishments his admirers 
claim for him. 

In the hunting fields of Europe the 
Griffon has proved he can hold his own 
with the various sporting breeds. At 
times, in European field trial work, he has 
dominated them with his wins. The wire- 
hair was bred to be an all-purpose or 
hunting-working dog and the man most 
responsible for the dog as he is today was 
I. K. Korthall of Holland and Germany. 
Korthall, a scientific breeder, put into the 
breed the prime requisites of a dog to be 
used for all types of hunting. He stressed 
particular emphasis on the wire coat, in- 
telligence, natural hunting instinct, cor- 
rect body type, courage, stamina, mod- 
erate hunting range and an even dis- 
position. Standards for the breed today, 
as accepted by the American Kennel 
Club, call for all the above with an aver- 
age height of about 22 inches and weight 
of around 55 to 65 pounds. Color should 
be sort of a steel grey with chestnut 
splashes and with no black allowed, tail 
to be docked about 245. His body struc- 
ture should show ruggedness, strength, 
be well muscled and of fairly compact 
build. 

One of the reasons for the wire-haired 
pointing Griffon’s success with many of 
our hunters of today (especially in crowd- 
ed areas and well populated farm areas 
wherein one often hunts just a small 
patch of cover close to a road) is his very 
moderate pace and range. The breed is in- 
dustrious and sure nosed but stays in very 
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I think yowll enjoy 


close to the hunter, has a methodical, 
slow, thorough pace. To most of our pres- 
ent day shooters this is a great asset as 
particularly in pheasant hunting there 
are many small patches of cover that con- 
tain a few birds and these must be 
hunted out; also the average hunter of 
today has not acquired the experience to 
handle a fast wide going dog and the 
Griffon though slow and methodical at 
all times is a great boon to this hunter. 


Yes, there are many who will scoff at , 


this type of close range work but you will 
as a rule find this hunter with a fairly 
well filled bag of game which others have 
missed finding. Another advantage in a 
close slow working dog is that the owner, 
when hunting with others and at times

inroads of modern civilization which are 
gradually reducing the size of our hunt- 
ing fields and waters and because the 
average American Sportsman can own 
only one dog.

with friends who also have dogs is very 
seldom in trouble with having his dog out 
of range or control as so many do.

The wire-haired pointing Griffon, a dog 
of medium pace and of strong pointing 
instinct, usually falls right into his hunt- 


‘ing and pointing at an early age if given 


a chance in the field where he can scent 
game. As a rule he freezes as soon as 
this scent hits his nostrils. I then sug- 
gest that under no circumstances that 
the handler allow the dog to break point 
or chase after flush, and, generally as a 
result, he will always have a dog he can 
rely on to steady on point. Natural re- 
trieving is inherent in the breed and by 
making it both a pleasure and at the same 
time a training period it will not be long 
before the dog will be retrieving right to 
hand. It is strongly urged that a pup of 
the age between 2 and 4 months be 
acquired and brought up with the party 
who intends to use him in hunting. 

I do hope that the sportsmen will 
give the wire-haired pointing Griffon 
some consideration and study in the 
future and know that those who acquire 
a well bred one will be amply rewarded 
with his performances in hunting field. 


Proper First Aid Can 
Save Your Dog 
By Carter H. Anthony, D.V.M. 


First aid treatment of pet animals, live= 
stock or humans is of considerable im= 
portance as a life-saving measure! 

Present day high speed transportation 
along streets and highways has intro- 
duced many hazards 
to human as well as 
animal lives. 

Car accidents in- 
volving dogs particu- 
larly, make up a 
sizable porportion of 
the average daily ad- 
missions to small ani- 
mal hospitals. Minor 
injuries can. easily 
become of major im- 
portance without 
adequate first aid 
care. The basic principles of first aid to 
animals is very nearly identical with 
those taught by the Red Cross and public 
or private safety agencies. 

In order to perform this emergency 
treatment effectively, some elementary 
facts are needed. Broken bones or frac- 
tures are so common as to be an ideal 
example for illustrating some essential 
points. First, how do we recognize frac- 
tures? There are distinct signs to look for. 
Usually we note pain of the part, with or 
without swelling. When the limb is in- 
volved, abnormal movement or loss of 
function is common. By very gentle, care- 
ful manipulation grating sound can often 
be felt or heard. These symptoms are 
useful as a guide when no broken ends 
can be seen projecting through the skin. 
The latter are called compound fractures. 
If the bone is splintered in several places, 
it is spoken of as a comminuted fracture. 

As quickly as a fracture is found, an 
owner can do a lot to make the dog com- 
fortable and to prevent serious complica- 
tions. Remember that any injury no mat- 
ter how trivial causes shock! Thus it is

} An animal in shock shows blanching or 
jchalk-white color of the eyeballs and 
/gums, cold extremities and-often rapid 
» respiration and weakness. 
| The next subject in the order of im- 
portance is learning to relieve hemor- 
_vhages. Lacerations and deep wounds or 
| cuts require emergency measures in order 
to check excessive bleeding. If this is 
‘neglected, the results are, of course, fatal. 
| Whether bleeding is external and visible 
‘or internal, some blood loss from the 
general circulation produces shock. 
| Serious hemorrhages can occur when 
‘an artery is cut. Blood will spurt out in 
bright, red streams from an artery. It 
‘flows evenly from a vein and the color is 
j)more of a purple and darker. Direct 
} pressure on the wound may check the 
loss of blood. This is best done by hold- 
‘ing a pad of cloth or cotton wet with 
fcold water or ice, against the wound. 
' Pressing the fingers on the inside of and 
| just above the elbow will lessen the flow 
| from a cut below this point and similarly, 
| on the inner thigh for hemorrhage below 
[Be stifle joint. Substitution of a tourni- 
quet for the finger pressure should be 
done if bleeding persists. 
u A tourniquet must be slowly loosened 
/in about twenty minutes but may be re- 
i placed again if necessary, for a short time. 
Bleeding from a vein is more easily 
| controlled. Elevation of the part or pxes- 
sure is often sufficient. Aftercare of severe 
bleeding is the same as for shock: rest, 
warmth, fluids .but no stimulants. Then 
call your local veterinarian as soon as 
possible.

There’s More to the Outdoors than 
Catching Fish . . . or Killing Game! 


They look but do not see. Maybe you know fishermen and 
campers who are in that group. When spring comes these 
outdoor fans miss so much on their trips simply because 
they look but do not see. 

One of the great but unappraised dividends that comes 
to all of us who love the outdoors is what we can see and 
hear besides the whirring of the reel or the splash of a 
lure. These dividends mean the song of one of our favorite 
birds, the fragrance of flowers from the woods that border 
the trout stream, or the sight of a deer at the edge of a 
lake. But the trouble is that so many of us are in such a 
hurry to get fish, or we’re so tense in cur eagerness to get 
everything out of that rod and reel, that we hardly look 
at Nature’s backdrop. 


Open Your Eyes and Ears 

I have a hunch that you have thought about this angle 
of outdoor trips many times. Isn’t it true that you remem- 
ber the picture made by a doe and her fawn at sunset 
long after you’ve eaten the fish taken from the lake 
where*you saw the deer? 

If we will just slow down and take time out to see 
what’s near us on stream or lake, if we'll open our eyes 
and ears to the decorations Nature adds to our fishing 
sport, every day will be a memorable one. As Americans 
we are noted for our hustle and our speed. We have 
bigger and faster motors and larger and speedier planes 
in which to travel. These mechanical advances may well 
make us proud of our engineers. It’s only natural we 
carry over some of this hustle into our outdoor recreation. 

If for no other reason, we should take time to see the 
countless little things that make an outdoor trip enjoyable 
‘because of the boys and girls who are growing up to love 
(we hope) all the wholesome angles of fishing, hunting 
and camping. Let’s not hurry the kids when we take them 
with us. The flashing dive of a kingfisher into the stream 
or lake to grab a minnow .. . attention to the melodic 
spring song of the song sparrow along the lake... time 
out to call attention to the clumps of golden yellow marsh 
marigolds along the trout stream .. . beaver cuttings near 
the water’s edge the significance of the age-old 
wonder of migration when we see the warblers on their 
flight north through the fishing country ... the animal 
tracks in the mud on the portage trail . the marsh 
hawk skimming low over the marsh looking for mice and 
how most of these predators do more good than harm in 
Nature’s scheme of things . . . these and countless other 
entertaining and educational things are waiting to be seen 
and appreciated on every trip. 


Take Time to See 

But we'll look and never see them unless we take time 
to appreciate this fact: There’s more to fishing than just 
the fish. Sure fishing is wonderful fun. At this time of the 
year I'd hate to think of going through the months ahead 
without the prospect of fishing for some of the truly great 
game fish that we all are privileged to catch without 
leasing a river or paying a fee for fishing rights. But isn’t 
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Sure, catching fish is great sport—and no one appreciates 
it more than a young sportsman. But let’s teach the kids to 
see and enjoy Nature’s backdrop ... the birds, the trees, 
the scenic beauty of a lake or stream... as well as the fish 


there more to angling than the hooking of a fish? | 
All of us in this magazine office are much interested in} 
projects that bring the boys and girls closer to Nature: 
and teach them an appreciation of everything that goes: 
under the head of fishing, balance of Nature, cover, 
sportsmanship and similar subjects. But any course in:

Let’s enjoy every angle 
of our sport. Let’s slow down enough to listen to thes 
symphony of song from the feathered residents who call! 
the trout stream their home while we actually are just 
casual visitors with rods and reels, aren’t we? Let’s paus 
once in a while to admire the beauty, lines and coloring: 
of the fish we catch instead of slamming it into the ereell 
to rush ahead to get another one. A limit quick! Let’s take: 
time out to catch some of the rest and peacefulness of our 
outdoors so we can bring home and also impart to th 
kids a deeper appreciation of this wonderful outdoors. 
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
